A PRISONER'S ESCAPADE. 


REMARKABLE AFFAIR occurred. on 

Dec. 5 at Pentonville Prison, when one of the 

convicts managed to elude the vigilance of the 

warders, and esciped on to the roof of the highest 

building of the establishment, It appeared that 
at breakfast-time the convict was missing from his cell, 
and a thorough search was immediately made throughout 
the prison, but all efforts to trace him proved futile. 

Procuring a number of ladders and lashing them together, 
the warders managed to make one of sufficient length to 
reach the parapet. Immediately it was placed against the 
wall, however, the man pushed it down. He then pro- 
ceeded slowly to divest himself of his boots and stockings, 
which he threw one after the other at the wsrders below. 
Time after time the ladder was raised, but each attempt was 
frustrated in the same manner. The prison officials first tried 
persuasion and then threats, but to no ayail, and shortly 
after four o'clock in the afternoon they broke a hole 
through the roof large enough to admit a man's head and 
shoulders. | A warder then put his head out and spoke to 
the convict, but he was answered with shouts and laughter. 
Eventually the man was left alone, in the hope that cold 
and hunger would compel him to descend. 

He did not relent, however, until the following morn- 
ing, when just before twelve o'clock, after an exposure 
lasting twenty-seven hours, he deliberately walked to the 
hole in the roof and lowered himself down, the warders 
promptly securing their prize. The fynny part of the 
story is that his sentence expired on Dec. 6, and after his 
surrender the authorities, treating his adventure in a 
lenient spirit, allowed him to depart in the afternoon.

CATARRH OF THE NOSE 


AND THROAT 
IN RELATION TO DEAFNESS. 


Tn considering catarrh of the nose and throat as 
a cause of deafness, let us first fix in our mind 
some important facts as to the structure, the 
functions, and the anatomical relations of the 
Eustachian tube. This tube is a fibrous canal 
which connects the nose and throat most inti- 
mately with the cavity of the middle ear. It has 
a lining of delicate membrane, which is con- 
tinuous at one end with the mucous membrane 
of the ear, and at the othet with the membranous 
lining of the nasal cavities and of the throat. 
Any inflammation, therefore, of the nose and 
throat has at once a direct way open to 
affect the hearing, by extending along the 
membrane of the Eustachian tube into the 
middle ear. 

'The physiological function of the Eustachian 
tube is also affected by catarrh of the posterior 
portion of the nasal cavities and of the up 
part of the throat. In its normal condition this 
tube permits air to penetrate to the middle ear, 
and thus preserves an equilibrium between the 
pressure of the external air and that contained 
within the aural cavity. When there is swelling 
of the membrane around the opening of the 
Eustachian tube, the opening the canal is 
closed, thus preventing the air from penetrating 
to the middle ear. The external air-pressure 
then becomes greater than that of the cavity of 
the middle ear, with the result that the еаг- 
drum is forced inward, interfering with the 
movements of the minute chain of bones, so 
essential for conyeying sounds to the nerve of 
hearing. Should this condition of the Eustachian 
tube continue, an -obstinate form of deafness 
resalts from adhesions, which bind down the 
chain of bones and the tympanic membrane, or. 
drum-head, so firmly that their response to 
the vibrations of waves of sound becomes very 
feeble, and even impossible in very chronic 
cases.
